Most 
of the hundred letters in this sumptuous 
volume have never been published. Some 
of the letters printed fragmentarily, with 
names omitted, are now printed without 
omissions, names and all appearing as 
when written.

The original manuscripts of most of 
these letters belong to the collection of 
Mr. Isaac N. Seligman of New York, 
whose Irvingiana is well known to all 
book lovers. If we owed Irving no other 
debt of gratitude, we would owe him a 
big one for his unique creation, Rip Van 
Winkle, with which Joseph Jefferson de- 
lighted so many generations of theater 
goers. Perhaps most of Jefferson's au-

He did virtual- 
ly write the play, for there is not much 
of Dion Boucicault’s version left in it.
